The applicants hereby petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.181 AND 35 U.S.C. 
§122(b)(2)(B)(iii) for acceptance of late withdrawal of request for non-publication. It was 
unintentional that this recession of previous non-publication request and notification of foreign 
filing was filed late. A petition fee under 37 C.F.R. § 1.1 7(m) of $650.00 is also enclosed. 

Following the introduction of the rules providing for publication of U.S. patent 
applications, the law firm of Haverstock & Owens LLP instituted two new procedures for 
docketing entries to prevent an application from being filed in a foreign jurisdiction which 
automatically publishes while leaving a request for non-publication. First, a docket entry is 
automatically calendared when a PCT application is filed to check the U.S. parent case and 
determine whether a request for non-publication was lodged, and if so, to withdraw such request 
and provide notice of foreign filing. Second, when a U.S. patent application is filed a docket 
entry is automatically calendared for twelve months from the filing, to remind the responsible 
attorney at the foreign filing deadline to check whether a foreign application was filed and 
determine whether a request for non-publication needed to be withdrawn.
